The case is before the Board because of an injunctive 

relief request.  General Counsel Ellen Strizak presented a draft opinion and order.  After 

discussion, Chairman Waintroob called for a motion for the Board to issue the opinion and 

order with a typo to be corrected on page three.  Board Member Shayne so moved, and 

Board Member Sered seconded the motion.  The Board voted unanimously to issue the 

opinion and order, by a voice vote.

4.  South Holland School District 150/District 150 Educational Organization, IEA-NEA
